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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments are not persuasive 
because they have not provided any new evidence except for reiterating their previous arguments. Applicants arguments that the art of 
gene therapy was unpredictable and Hall et al is not enabled are not persuasive. However, applicants did not provide any new evidence 
as to how Hall was not enabled, particularly when Hall et al taught in vivo delivery in a mouse using a retroviral vector. In contrast to 
applicants' arguments a prima facie case of obviousness was presented in the previous office action based on the prior arts cited and 
applicants did not provide any evidence of substance to rebut the rejection. 

It is noted that due to an advertant error the newly present claims 23-26 presented on 2/1 7/04 were not included in the office action. It is 
further noted that claims 23-25 have been withdrawn from further action since they are drawn to a non-elected invention, while claim 26 
is rejected for reasons of record set forth for rejecting cliam 10. No new grounds of rejection have been made. 
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
